1 . In response to the office Action filed January 29, 2007, applicant has 
submitted an Amendment, filed April 27, 2007 canceling claims 12, 29, 35 and 
36. Applicant has also placed the allowable subject matter, reciting a coupled 
spring model, into claims 1 and 16. Finally claim 13 and 16 no longer depend on 
claim 12 but on claim 1 and claims 30 and 33 no longer depend on claim 29 but 
on claim 18. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Authorization for 
this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Jay Sandvos 
on July 19, 2007. 

The application has been amended as follows:

3. Claims 1-11,1 3-28, and 30-34 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1 and 18, there is no prior art reference, alone or In 
combination, that teaches or fairly suggests a frequency contour modeling for 
smoothing frequency discontinuities in speech segment concatenation by a 
coupled spring model. Donovan et al. (US 6,266,637) teaches synthesizing 
speech by concatenating speech segments and adjusting characteristics at the 
pitch discontinuity. Beutnagel et al. (US 6,950,798) also teaches concatenating 
speech segments and changing frame model parameters in order to smoothen 
out discontinuities at the unit boundaries. However, none teach or suggest using 
a coupled spring model in order to calculate the linear function calculation that 
dictates how much to adjust the fundamental frequency contour of each 
synthesized speech segment at its boundries. 

Claims 2-17 and 19-34 are allowed because they further limit their parent 
claims, which are allowed.
